1. The production of photographic paper has been completely discontinued at Agta = 
Wolffen, It has been taken over by Kodak KSpenick. 


2. There has been no change in the preduction of filn, except that the production 
of standard film delivered to the Soviet film companies has been reduced by 
aPound 20,000 meters monthly, and the production of special film and hirh 
censitivity material has increased. It is estimated that about 200,000 meters 
of these materials are going te the Soviet Union monthly. A large part is 
infra-red sensitive film. A javge amount of color film is also delivered te 
the Soviet Union. It 1s designated as "Sovfilm" put it is Agfa film of various 
kinds. Production is mainly of three-layer color films of the T and K types, 
including negative as well as reversible film. The T kind is intended for day~ 
light use, the K kind for artificial light. 
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
